CAPE  COD  BIRDS 


By  Wallace  Bailey,  Director

THE  first  bird  list  for  the  Lower  Cape 
belonged  to  explorer  Champlain  who, 
in  1605,  described  a strange  sea  fowl  we 
now  call  a black  skimmer  and  questioned 
Nauset  Indians  about  what  he  determined 
to  be  a turkey.  People  have  been  studying 
and  listing  ever  since,  and  Cape  Cod  has 
become  known  as  the  best  place  in  the 
Northeast  to  observe  birds. 

The  number  of  species  tops  400  and  the 
number  of  individuals  reaches  uncountable 
millions.  Up  to  six  million  may  pass  over- 
head in  a single  night  at  the  peak  of  the 
fall  migration.  Most  of  these  night  flights — 
high,  fast  and  non-stop — pass  unnoticed,  but 
there  are  birds  in  plenty  to  be  seen  at  every 
season. 

In  winter  an  Eider  population  of  some 
100,000  birds  congregates  off  the  elbow  of 
Cape  Cod.  With  them  are  about  10,000 


scoters,  2000  oldsquaws,  and  many  other  sea 
fowl  that  make  up  one  of  the  continent’s 
largest  concentrations  of  winter  birdlife. 

In  summer  the  strength  of  numbers  be- 
longs to  the  shorebirds — the  sandpipers  and 
larger  waders  that  rest  from  their  arctic-to- 
Carribbean  migration  on  the  vast  marshes, 
mud  flats,  and  sandy  bars  of  the  Lower  Cape. 
In  the  1800’s  market  gunners  filled  their 
barrels  with  knots,  black-bellies,  and  yellow- 
legs  from  the  Nauset  marshes  day  after  day, 
spring  and  fall.  Protective  legislation  came 
in  1913,  barely  in  time  to  save  them  from 
extermination.  Most  species  revived  under 
protection,  but  today’s  pressure  from  civili- 
zation will  prevent  full  recovery. 

Best  known  of  the  shorebirds  are  the 
terns.  Fishermen  call  them  mackerel  gulls 
and  follow  their  lead  to  good  fishing.  Poets

CAPE  COD  RECIPES 

Quahog  Chowder 

Cut  1 V2  inch  cube  fat  salt  pork  in  small  pieces  and  try  out. 

Add  1 sliced  onion  and  brown  slightly. 

Add  4 cups  potatoes  cut  in  % inch  cubes,  and  2Vz  cups  hot  water,  1 teaspoon  salt,  Vs 
teaspoon  pepper  and  6 to  8 large  quahogs,  chopped  fine. 

Cook  about  15  minutes.  Add  4 tablespoons  butter  and  4 cups  scalded  milk. 

A little  of  the  juice  from  the  quahogs  may  be  added  if  desired. 

Quahog  Pie 

Combine  2 cups  chopped  quahogs,  14  cup  quahog  liquor,  1 tablespoon  melted  butter,  V2 
cup  cracker  crumbs,  1 beaten  egg,  1 cup  milk,  salt  and  pepper. 

Line  a deep  pie  plate  with  pastry.  Pour  in  filling.  Cover  with  top  crust.  Cut  hole  in  center. 

Bake  about  1 hour  at  375  degrees.  Serve  very  hot  with  mashed  potatoes. 

Quahog  Cakes 

Chop  or  grind  6 large  quahogs.  Add  1 egg,  1 teaspoon  minced  onion,  V2  teaspoon  salt,  pepper 
and  enough  cracker  crumbs  to  hold  together  (not  too  dry). 

Put  spoonsful  in  hot  greased  skillet  and  flatten  into  cakes.  Brown  well  on  both  sides. 

Cranberry  Salad 

Dissolve  1 pkg.  Lemon  Jello  in  IV2  cups  hot  water.  Chill.  When  slightly  thickened,  fold  in 
1 cup  sweetened  cranberry  sauce,  1 cup  chopped  celery,  V2  cup  drained  crushed  pineapple.  Place 
in  molds  and  chill  until  firm.

call  them  sea  swallows  for  the  grace  of  their 
pearly  wings  in  swoop  and  dive.  Birders 
call  them  by  their  proper  names — Least, 
Common,  Roseate,  and  Arctic  Terns— and 
watch  for  their  punctual  arrival  in  the  first 
week  of  May.  They  lay  their  eggs  in  shal- 
low cups  of  sand  on  the  wind-swept  beach, 
and  all  summer  long  devotedly  rear  the 
perfectly  camouflaged  chicks. 

Bird  traffic  on  the  Cape  in  spring  is 
largely  residents  arriving  to  nest.  Land  birds 
moving  northward  follow  an  inland  route. 


In  fall,  however,  the  drift  of  migrants  is 
eastward  to  the  coast,  borne  on  the  westerly 
winds  of  a New  England  autumn.  Certain 
weather  patterns  in  September  and  October 
find  a rain  of  small  birds  dropping  into  the 
thickets  of  the  Cape  as  refuge  from  being 
blown  to  sea  or  as  first  resting  place  on 
return  to  land.  They  find  shelter  and  food 
and  a climate  generally  milder  than  the 
mainland.  Many  linger  well  into  winter. 
The  annual  Christmas  Census  runs  between 
105  and  115  species,  many  aided  through 
the  winter  by  hospitable  feeding  stations.
